10. PAGE EIGHTEEN: GENERAL: "MY QUESTION IS - WHAT PRECISE POINT 
ARE WE TRYING TO MAKE AND HOW IS THIS GOING TO BE READ IN LATIN 
AMERICA?" 

11. PAGE NINETEEN: RE SEEKING-CONSENT-OF-MINORITIES: "SHOULD WE 
GIVE THEM A LITTLE CLUE AS TO HOW? AND IF NOT THE AUDIENCE, HOW 
ABOUT ME?"
